Susan Myers’ Legacy Lives on at NWF State College 


Before her passing earlier this year, 
Mrs. Susan Pryor Sloat Myers decided 
to link her name with Northwest 
Florida State College’s Learning 
Resources Center with a one million 
dollar bequest. Today, her name is 
on permanent display on the Susan 
Myers Learning Resources Center at 
the college’s Niceville Campus. 


Mrs. Myers was the great- 
granddaughter of John Thomas and 
Harriet C. Brooks, among the first 
settlers in the Fort Walton Beach area. 
In 1868, the Brookses purchased 
111 acres of what is now downtown 
Fort Walton Beach. Mrs. Myers’ 
grandmother, Sarah Frances Brooks 
Pryor, was born in 1877. She married 
W. C. Pryor, who in 1915 became 
the first superintendent of schools in 
newly formed Okaloosa County—W.C. 
Pryor Middle School is named in his 
honor. 


Following in her family’s footsteps, 
Susan Pryor Sloat Myers was active 
in the community, serving on the city 
council for the City of Fort Walton 
Beach and many other community 
organizations. She was inducted into 
the Okaloosa County Commission on 


the Status of Women’s Hall of Fame 
in 2005. 


Mrs. Myers received an associate’s 
degree in humanities from the 
University of Florida, a bachelor’s 
degree in political science from the 
University of Colorado, and a master’s 
degree in industrial psychology from 
Southern Methodist University. 


She was married to M. Scott Myers, 
a renowned industrial psychologist 
who earned his Ph.D. in industrial 
psychology from Purdue University. 
Together, the couple started their own 
consulting practice and traveled for 
28 years. They moved back to Fort 
Walton Beach in 1990. 


When asked why she wanted to 
support NWF State College, Mrs. Myers 
said, “The college has a permanent 
presence in Northwest Florida, with 
deep roots in the community, much 
like my family.” 


In addition to the named building, Mrs. 
Myers also bequeathed $90,000 to 
establish the Susan Pryor Sloat Myers 
Scholarship Fund. This fund will 
provide six named scholarships each 


More Good News for 
NWFESC Students 


In a unanimous decision, Northwest 
Florida State College’s Board of 
Trustees voted to approve the college’s 
budget for the 2019-20 academic year 
with no increases to tuition or fees. 
This will be the sixth consecutive year 
the Board of Trustees has held tuition 
flat for students. 


“NWF State College remains committed 
to being the first choice for accessible, 
affordable and _ relevant higher 
education,” said Brian Pennington, 
chairman of the NWF State Board of 
Trustees. “On behalf of the college’s 
Board of Trustees, we will continue to 
make every effort to remove financial 
barriers so we can be an open door for 
anyone who wants to improve their 
lives through higher education.” 


The college is also focused on 
decreasing general education textbook 
costs for students. The average cost 
of a new general education textbook 
decreased from $87.03 in spring 2018 
to $79.29 in spring 2019. To ensure 
consistency in instruction and reduce 
costs to students with bulk pricing, 


the college requires all sections of a 
general education course to utilize the 
same textbooks. Exceptions are only 
granted for pilot projects or student 
benefit. 


One hundred percent of general 
education textbooks and instructional 
materials remained and will remain in 
use for more than one term. 


“We want to provide the absolute 


best educational experience for 
our students,” said Dr. Devin 
Stephenson, president. “Students 


can attend Northwest Florida State 
College and learn from our world- 
class faculty and experience the best 
in academic and student development 
services.” 


In other business, the Board of 
Trustees voted to extend the term 
of Dr. Stephenson’s employment 
contract through June 30, 2022. The 
board elected Mr. Pennington to serve 
as chair and Lori Kelley to serve as 
vice-chair.

Virgin’s Brightline Train Dreams 
Are Going to Be Derailed

Sir Richard Branson, the charismatic British 
billionaire who founded Virgin Atlantic airlines, has 
come to Florida to lose his marbles. 


Branson is investing actual money in the crazy plan 
to run a high-speed train from downtown Miami to 
the Orlando airport via Cocoa, of all places. 


Originally the project was called All Aboard Florida, 
then Brightline and now Virgin Trains USA. (At least 
they didn’t change the name to All Board Virgins.) 


Currently Virgin travels between Miami and West 
Palm Beach, a segment that was opened with the 
promise of reducing wretched commuter traffic on 
South Florida’s most congested I-95 corridor. 


If any part of the rail plan had a chance of turning 
a profit, it was the Miami-to-West Palm leg. Not 
happening. 


In a disclosure form filed with the state, Virgin Trains 
stated that ridership in 2018 was about half of what 
had been predicted, and that the company lost $87 
million in the first nine months. And yet on June 24, 
a groundbreaking ceremony was held to officially 
begin extending the rail service north-by-northwest. 


Here’s what Branson said while he was in Miami 
recently riding one of the trains: “We decided, 
‘Everyone in America uses cars because the rail 
network is run by the government—and they have 
nothing like what we have in Europe.”

Actually, Americans like to take trains when the route 
is convenient and the price is right, but even then 
passenger railways bleed money. Tons of money. 


As designed, the Miami-Orlando project is just 
plain dumb, and financially doomed. That’s why 
the company gave up trying to lure public investors

and instead raised capital by selling “private activity 
bonds” sweetened with tax breaks. 


Sixty-seven optimists kicked in a total of $1.75 
billion. Whatever they’re smoking, it’s stronger than 
anything you'l find in your local dispensary. 


Branson is sticking with the plan of using the 
existing Florida East Coast Railway line up the coast 
to Cocoa, where the trains will make a hard turn 
west on new tracks that will end at a special terminal 
in the Orlando airport. 


This odd, indirect route has angered many residents 
of Indian River and Martin counties, through which 
the high-speed trains are scheduled to pass 32 times 
a day. Those seeking to block the project cite noise 
and safety concerns, plus the potential hindrance to 
first-responders stuck at railway crossings. 


Last week Virgin Trains proudly announced that its 
trains will reach speeds up to 125 mph. Passengers 
supposedly will make it from Miami to Orlando in 
three hours—only about 30 minutes less than if they 
drove themselves. 


Then, once you disembark at the Orlando airport, you 
get to stand in line and wait for a rental car. Brilliant. 


So forget about saving time by hopping on the train. 
You won't. 


Will you save money? Nope. The company avoids 
discussing future ticket prices, but they won’t be 
inexpensive—definitely more than you’d pay for a 
tank of gas.

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Generations

“We do not inherit the earth from our ancestors. 
We borrow it from our children.” 
- Chief Seattle 


It has become a worn out, meaningless, tiresome 
sentiment, probably most eloquently stated over 
200 years ago by an Indian chief. It’s common to 
hear politicians talk about “leaving our children 
a better world,” “not saddling our grandchildren 
with our debt,” and “insuring that the next gen- 
eration is more prosperous than this one.” 


On an international, national, or even a local 
level, none of that looks like it’s going to happen. 


I’m not capable of solving the world’s problems. 
I haven’t even been successful at solving prob- 
lems on a local level (I was a city councilman for 
four years). I still struggle with personal issues. 


But I do have a proposal for coming to grasp 
with the challenges that face The World’s Lucki- 
est Fishing Village. 


Occasionally, the issue of term limits for elected 
officials is proposed in this country. It usually 
has bipartisan support. It is argued that con- 
gressmen and senators would be more effective 
if their terms were finite—and short. 


Incumbents wouldn’t be constantly campaign- 
ing for reelection. They wouldn’t be targets for 
lobbyists representing special interests. Citi- 
zens could spring from the general population, 
perform a term of public service, and return to 
a regular job. 


This idea is usually shot down quickly—by 
elected politicians. 
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I suggest that we try this experiment on a local basis, in 
the same district that Bob “He Coon” Sykes represented 
for 38 years in Congress. 


In Destin, we inherited white sand beaches, a healthy 
Choctawhatchee Bay, and a perfectly located working 
harbor. We have spent my entire adult life mucking it 
all up. And done a hell of a job. 


I include myself in the group that will be banned from 
elected public service. Anyone should be able to serve 
our town—in any capacity, for one term—and then move 
on. Age limits should apply. If you’re over 50, you can 
volunteer all you want—we certainly could use help in 
many areas. But you can’t hold an elected office. 


I’d like for my grandchildren to go to the same elemen- 
tary school their parents and grandmother went to. But 
I’d prefer they didn’t have to sweat it out in the same 
portable, FEMA-style trailers that their parents sat in 
30 years ago. I don’t want them to get a good education. 
I want them to have a chance to attend the greatest 
public school in history. 


I’d also like for them to be able to ride a bike, walk, or 
jog without getting murdered by an automobile. I’d like 
for them to grow up in a town with way too many parks, 
trees, public beaches, sidewalks, bike lanes, swimming 
pools, and tennis courts. 


The chance of leaving this place in better shape than we 
found it is a slim one. But maybe, if my generation would 
gracefully step aside and admit defeat (or at least admit 
to gross negligence), the younger people in this village 
can figure things out and do a better job than we did. 


We're not going to leave this a better place than we 
found it, but at least let’s leave it to a younger genera- 


tion so that they might have time to fix it. 


They are our only hope.

Those power brokers intent on deny- 
ing the public’s right to use and en- 
joy our beach as we have since time 
immemorial are determined to paint 
this as a private property rights is- 
sue. Customary Use is not an attack 
against private property rights, it is 
an affirmation that regardless of own- 
ership of the sand we all have a right 
to access, use and enjoy our shared 
coastal American border. 


“No entity, regardless of ownership, 
may deny or exclude Americans or 


international visitors from freely and 
lawfully accessing and using our 
American beaches from the dune 
line to the mean high tide waterline.” 
These words should be all that is 
needed in a federal or state law. 


Private property in the conventional 
sense—beyond our coastal borders— 
is not in dispute. Reams of legal and 
laymen’s arguments have been and 
are being written to paint non-beach- 
front owners’ use of our beaches as 
an attack on private property. It is not 
because our beaches are very different 
from conventional private property.

We all own private property, and 
the law is clear on Americans’ right 
to preserve and protect their private 
property. That is rarely if ever in dis- 
pute. The reason this issue is in dis- 
pute is because we have truly shared 
our beaches for centuries. The claim 
of exclusion on beaches, couched in 
private property rights arguments, is 
a fairly recent development in Ameri- 
can history. 


We have a shared coastal heritage on 
our beaches. Clearly our coasts have 
value, as the closer one purchases to 
a beach the values are highest. The 
value and strength of coastal econo- 
mies depend on the use of our beaches 
for all. For a finite group of citizens to 
claim exclusion of our beaches to the 
rest of all Americans is an affront to 
all non-beachfront owning Americans. 


Those powerful and_ well-funded 
people wanting to change a balance 
that has existed a very, very long 
time bitterly claim their private prop-

erty is being taken away. No. They 
purchased the convenience of being 
steps from the beach and the view. 
They can’t build on the sand and 
there are no tax assessments directly 
attached to that sand. It is not private 
property in the conventional sense as 
it applies to all other land that is pri- 
vate property. 


No, this is not about private prop- 
erty. It is about excluding all of us 
from enjoying and using our most 
treasured and beloved beaches. Our 
beaches, the shifting sands of our 
common Coastal American heritage. 
Perhaps, besides it not being build- 
able or taxable, it could be argued 
that the sandy areas of our beaches 
may never be called “private” be- 
cause the land they purchased is 
constantly on the move by tidal ac- 
tion, wind and storms. 


How can they claim ownership and 
exclusion on shifting sands they can’t 
contain?

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Still, if the high-speed project somehow 
gets finished, expect an early surge of 
interest among tourists, commuters 
and South Floridians heading on 
Disney vacations. 


Fast trains are fun to ride, and much 
easier on the environment than the 
family SUV. But in the long term, people 
won't keep buying tickets if it’s not 
cheaper, faster and more convenient 
than driving their own cars. 


Branson’s grand business concept is 
a synergistic rail link between Miami, 
where Virgin will someday have cruise 
ships, and Orlando and Tampa, where 
tourists can board a Virgin flight and 
go home. Dream on. 


Oh, lots of people will make money 
off expanding the Virgin train line— 
the landholders along the route, the 
contractors working on the tracks and 
infrastructure—but not Branson and 
the other investors. 


Furthermore, the argument that the 
project isn’t costing taxpayers any 
money is nonsense. Every community 
through which the train speeds will 
face losses because of traffic and noise 
problems that will negatively impact 
real estate values. 


Worse, if the project goes bankrupt, 


guess who gets stuck with the bill for 
maintaining those 235 miles of new 
and upgraded tracks. 


Branson is a smart, bold guy whose 
brand brought some _ desperately 
needed credibility to the struggling 
Brightline operation, but he’s also had 
some flops. Remember Virgin Cola? Of 
course you don’t. 


Virgin Vodka? Virgin Cosmetics? 
Virgin bridal shops? 


He’s been running a _ passenger 
rail service for years in the United 
Kingdom, but Florida is a different 
universe. 


‘If you have a big vision about 
something,” Brandon said during his 
Miami trip, “you’ve just got to stick 
with it and prove people wrong and get 
it done.” 


Alas, poor Sir Richard. You have come 
to a place that’s famous for making 
smart guys look stupid.

The Cultural Arts Alliance of Walton 
County (CAA) has opened a new 
Pottery Studio at the Bayou Arts 
Center in Santa Rosa Beach. Classes 
will begin this fall, with reservations 
on a first-come, first-served basis. 


The gift of pottery equipment several 
years ago by long-time CAA members 
and artists Tom and Karen McGee 
was the catalyst for the idea of the 
Pottery Studio, which came to fruition 
through a generous donation from 
Shawn and Richard Tomasello. 


“Richard and I are grateful for the 
opportunity to support our community 
via the Pottery Studio,” says Shawn. 
“Research has shown the positive 
mental and spiritual effects of pottery 
for students and participants. We see 
the Pottery Studio as one more way to 
influence community wellness.” 


Pottery is having a resurgence of late, 
with the New York Times claiming, 
“Pottery Is the New Pilates.” Working 
with clay—which requires’ the 
participant to focus, be precise, and 
engage—allows them to concentrate 
their creative energy while taking a 
break from everyday stressors and to 
claim many health and therapeutic 
benefits including gentle exercise, 
increased sociability, and improved 
quality of life through artistic 
expression. 


“Pottery is a balm not only for stress, 
but for those suffering from depression, 
post-traumatic stress disorder, or other 
forms of trauma such as the death of 
a family member or a divorce,” says 
George “Skip” Deems, a CAA Member 
Artist and prolific ceramic artist who 
spearheaded the pottery program. 
“It has been clinically shown that 
the tactile, meditative experience of 


molding clay improves physical health, 
too. It can lower heart rate and blood 
pressure, which regulates breathing.” 


“Along with the gifts from the 
Tomasellos and McGees, the Pottery 
Studio would not have been possible 
without the vision and hard work of 
Skip and his committee,” says Jennifer 
Steele, CAA executive director. “We 
are also grateful to the Walton County 
Board of County Commissioners 
and Tourist Development Council 
for their support of the Bayou Arts 
Center expansion, which allows us to 
offer a new creative discipline to the 
community.” 


The Pottery Studio will offer 
professional instruction for a range 
of students. Locally, few classes in 
ceramics are being offered, enabling 
the studio to become a future Walton 
County asset. Open studio time will 
also be available for ceramic artists to 
create without instruction. 


Stacy Martin, a newcomer to the CAA 
fold, is the first pottery instructor 
to mold young minds during this 
summer’s Creative Kids Camp, 
running through July for a range of 
ages. Campers are learning the basic 
techniques of hand building, glazing 
and firing, giving them the distinction 
of being the first artists to create in 
the new studio. 


The CAA is seeking potential students 
and future lovers of pottery while also 
actively recruiting instructors to lead 
workshops and classes throughout 
the year.

Deborah and Jeff Badarak have two very 
different music projects gaining steam across 
Beachcomberland. The Visionaries is their vehicle 
for the classic songs they love, often presented as 
a trio with Jim Vasquez on guitar. And then there 
is Carnival Dreams, a tribute to Natalie Merchant. 


“Well, we had our first show in December of 2017, 
and we got married last year,” says Deborah. “So 
when we started, we were dating, and we met about 
three years ago. It just grew from there. That’s when 
it all came together. We used to live in Michigan, 
and I grew up here, went to Fort Walton Beach High 
School and graduated there. I moved up there about 
11 years ago.” 


Although the pair attended high school in separate 
states, their story is a shared one of band classes, 
saxophone, and marching band. 


“When I met her, she had never sung professionally 
before,” says Jeff. “She was like me, one of those 
people growing up that just loved to sing in the 
shower and sing in the car—always singing along 
with the radio. But then when she met me, one of our 
first dates was... I wanted to take her out to karaoke, 
because the first night we met, she just randomly 
started singing to one of the songs that was playing 
overhead on the house music. 


“I heard her voice and I was like, Oh my gosh, you 
got to be kidding me. Such a beautiful voice. Just a 
tone that was...it was different, it caught your ear. 
So I took her out to karaoke for one of our first dates. 
Fast forward a year, and we’re out playing our first 
show, I think.” 


When it comes to the song list for a Visionaries 
show, Deborah says the selection process is pretty 
straightforward. They aim to include “all of our 
favorites growing up, and just the songs that you 
really, really enjoy.” 


“It’s just easy going, fun music,” she says. “It’s 
very important to us that people can engage in our 
songs. Every song that we do, people can sing along 
to. Might not be able to dance to every one of them, 
but you can sing along and bob your head back and 
forth.” 


How did the idea of Carnival Dreams and a Natalie 
Merchant tribute begin? “I found her music and 
started exploring it and realized how much material 
she’s done with 10,000 Maniacs,” says Jeff. “And 
for some reason, I just connected with her voice. It 
touched something inside me. And the writing style 
of her music, it’s always been consistent...a real 
deep, heartfelt writing style.” 


“Her songs are just so musically beautiful to me,” says 
Deborah. “And then you add the interesting lyrics on 
top of it, and it just makes the song fantastic.” 


The Badaraks are also in the beginning stages of 
crafting original songs. “We have that desire,” says 
Deborah. “We have one original down. We’ve been so 
busy lately that it’s sadly taken the back burner, but 
it’s something we are working towards.”

Helping People 
Help Themselves

It’s May 2019, over six months after Hurricane Michael in Panama 


City. 


Stephanie, a young mother of three, walks through her gutted 
house. Rafters and beams are exposed. There is a bare concrete 
floor beneath her feet. The roof of her house was replaced and 
most of the damaged drywall was removed. There is no furniture, 
family photos, or children’s toys laying around and no electricity 
or plumbing. To Stephanie, the house no longer feels like a home. 


Her husband is at work, and her children are with her sister while she 
visits the house surveying the damage. Stephanie is a dance teacher 
and her husband Anthony works at a credit center. Most people would 
consider them a stable, middle class family that did most things 
right. They own their own home, have insurance, and provide well for 
their children. When Hurricane Michael hit, they evacuated. 


When Stephanie returned, at first she thought they had been 
spared. The outside of the house looked okay, but on entering, 
they saw a hole was torn in the roof. Water, insulation, and debris 
collapsed the ceiling over their living room and kitchen. 


The good news was that their insurance helped the entire family move 
into a small condo on the beach. Panama City was badly damaged, 
but just over the bridge the beach area was barely touched. This 
became the haven for many families in the months after the storm. 


Seven people were squeezed in tight into three rooms, but 
considered themselves lucky compared to the families nearby 
living in tents. Stephanie still takes her children to dance and 
martial arts classes each week to keep a sense of normalcy for her 
girls while they wait for contractors to fix their house. 


Insurance covered six months of rent, which they believed 
would be enough. But in May, that money ran out, and they are 
still waiting for an electrician to become available. At the same 
time, tourists flood into Panama City Beach causing the rent to 
triple. This has left many families without anywhere to go. Most 
of the affordable housing was destroyed during the storm and 
hasn’t been rebuilt. The cheap motels that lined Highway 98 are 
mostly gone, unlikely to be fixed anytime soon. 


Tomorrow, Stephanie will pack up her belongings and move 
for the fifth time to a different condo. This is required because 
anyone who stays longer than a month becomes a long- 
term renter, which is against most agreements in tourist 
areas. Stephanie looks at options like buying a camper trailer 
or renting an apartment. The costs of all the options of housing 
in the area are inflated so high that it feels like it will break 
their finances. 


A month later, Stephanie and Anthony are able to rent a 
camper trailer from a friend. They now live in the driveway of 
their house. It is still unfinished, but the electrical company has 
started working.

The biggest issue leading up to season five of Black 
Mirror? Season four was so phenomenally incredible 
that it set a very high bar. The new episodes aren’t 
bad—they’re well-acted, well-written and interesting 
pieces of entertainment. But they just can’t clear 
that bar. 


The first episode is “Striking Vipers,” a continuation 
of common Black Mirror themes about virtual reality 
and our virtual selves becoming a priority over our 
real selves. 


Next is “Smithereens,” which deals with those same 
themes and our reliance on social media. It’s a 
glimpse into how the constant distraction can shape 
the entire course of our existence. 


It closes with “Rachel, Jack, and Ashley Too,” the 
most talked-about because it centers on Miley Cyrus 
nearly lampooning herself. It’s an interesting take on 
the music industry and how a lack of authenticity 
could grow into a much darker problem. It’s left some 
Nine Inch Nails fans upset over the use of “Head Like 
A Hole”—or, more truthfully, Cyrus singing it. (For 
the record, NIN’s Trent Reznor, by way of Black 
Mirror creator Charlie Broker, expressed approval of 
the episode.) 


Overall, season five isn’t the failure that a lot of 
people want to make it out to be. It just lacks some 
of those surprise endings we’ve come to expect...or 
maybe that’s the twist all along?

Malt Shopping - 
American Single Malt Whiskey 


By Bruce Collier 


What is American Single Malt 
Whiskey? A lot easier to say than 
to define, that’s what. The closest 
we have to an official government 
definition from the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax and Trade Bureau (TTB) 
is one for “malt whisky” and one for 
“straight malt whisky,” both of which 
appear to mean scotch. 


Enter the American Single Malt 
Whiskey Commission (a_ private 
organization), which has_ asked 
the Feds to adopt its “standard of 
identity’—it must be 100 percent 
barley mash bill; distilled entirely 
at one distillery; mashed, distilled, 
and matured in the USA; matured in 
oak casks not larger than 700 liters, 
distilled at no more than 160 proof; 
and bottled at 80 proof or higher. 
No word from TTB, so we’re still in 
uncharted territory. 


American malt whiskies are currently 
distilled in Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Missouri, New Mexico, New York, 
Ohio, Oregon, Tennessee, Texas 
and Washington. That said, here’s a 
selection of American single malts, all 
but one of which are available locally. 
All were tasted neat, and with a few 
drops of plain, filtered water. 


Barley imparts a _ distinct flavor 
to spirits - crisp, sharp, nutty, 
sometimes sweet and peppery. It 
can be polarizing, but it’s worth your 
attention. 


Timber Creek Single Malt (Crestview, 
Florida) 

90 Proof (45 Percent ABV), 
Percent Barley 

$37.99 

Unfiltered, aged a minimum of nine 
months in barrels in “Florida heat 
and humidity.” Slightly darker amber 
honey color, not cloudy. Nose is 
forward, grainy and spicy, with wood, 
grape and dried fruit trailing. Taste— 
toasted campfire marshmallow 
dominates at first; the toasty 
sweetness lingers. No sharpness or 
burn, just a nice warming feeling. Full- 
bodied and chewy, with continuing 
grain and dried fruit. Water softens 
the graininess of the nose and the 
sweetness of the taste. I prefer it 
without water, though adding water 
brings more of the grapiness. Made a 
Manhattan—or “American Rob Roy,” 
since it’s malt. Very smooth, well- 
balanced cocktail. 
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Stranahan Single Malt, Diamond 
Peak (Denver, Colorado) 

94 proof (47 Percent ABV), Non-Chill 
Filtered 

$66.99 

Double distilled from a “proprietary 
blend of four barleys.” Fruity nose, 
followed by a sharp, crisp barley 
note, then pipe tobacco, waffles and 
syrup. Taste is dry, nutty, savory, like 
dry sherry. A little water added some 
sweetness with a vanilla, honey and 
smoky orange marmalade finish. The 
water really opens it up, just adda 
few drops at a time and taste as you 
go. A great session whiskey. 


Westland American Oak Single Malt 
(Seattle, Washington) 

92 Proof (46 Percent ABV), Non-Chill 
Filtered 

$69.99 

This is Westland’s “flagship malt,” 
representing the essence of the house 
style, 100 percent malted barley 
from Washington State. The label 
states that the spirit is matured 
“predominantly” in new American oak 
casks in steady and cool humidity in 
their “seaside home.” Aged minimum 


of three years. Medium amber honey 
color, not cloudy like some unfiltered 
whiskies. In the glass with some 
airing, the nose is more fruity and 
lighter than Stranahan’s, opens up 
sooner into lemon and orange peel. 
Just a scent of warm honey trailing 
at the end. 


Taste—sweet opening, more scotch- 
like than Stranahan, and with a warm 
comforting heat at the finish. There’s 
a little raw grain at the edges that 
doesn’t detract at all. Water brings out 
more sweetness, and a hint of smoke 
(there’s that scotch), like fragrant 
pipe tobacco. The smoke lingers—and 
I’d never have tasted it without those 
drops of water. This could stand in for 
scotch in whatever cocktail you like. 


Corsair Triple Smoke Small Batch 
Single Malt (Nashville, Tennessee/ 
Bowling Green, Kentucky) 

80 Proof (40 Percent ABV) 

$49.99 

Pot-distilled from cherry, beechwood 
and peat smoked barley. No age 
statement, non-chill filtered. Nose is 
mild, a hint of smoke, which gains

strength and then some fruitiness 
with time in the glass; like sweet- 
cured beef jerky. Taste is low-key, on 
the sweeter side, more smoke, warm 
but no burn. Said to be crafted for 
cocktails—try it in a Manhattan, Old 
Fashioned, Toronto. 


Balcones Single Malt (Texas) 

106 Proof (53 Percent ABV) 

$69.99 

Aged in oak a minimum 22 months. 
Dark and _ slightly reddish color, 
almost like cognac. Nose is butter 
pecan, warm honey, vanilla and pear, 
some lemon zest at the end. Taste— 
it’s hot, but the initial heat brings 
toasted nut and caramelized banana. 
Full-bodied, chewy; water opens 
up more sweetness, vanilla, grilled 
pineapple, lightly charred tobacco at 
the finish. Sip this by itself. Just keep 
adding drops of water and see what 
comes next.
